PIRACY ON THE WHANGPOO, 


Shanghai Boat Attacked.

Tho unrest which has been the prevail. 
ing fenture of the northern portion of 
Chekiang within recent weeks has once 
wore broken ‘out says tho ‘Shanghai 
Meroury ” of Jan. 25. This time it sooms 
to have taken a much more serious charactor 
and to-day a cuso of the most daring form 
of piracy, én the very ‘bounds of civilisa” 
tion, has taken place. The spot at which 
tho outrage was perpetrated is a walled 
villaye of the naine of Kazay situated on 
the Whangpoo a few hours’ stenming from 
Shanghai, und the circumstunco that auch 
on affair shotitd have ocourred ona river 
frequented every day by crafts, which 
if not in foreign hands atleast represent. 
ing in some dogree foreign interests, points 
to the existence of a desperate state of 
niattérs in the vicinity, A Sharighai boat, 
the Li-hang, was mado the victim of tho 
piratical attack and arriving at the port

had 1 tale of thrilling interest and at the 
same time of the utmost sadness to rolate. 
in the ently moming from 
the river hank by a large gang of despera- 
docs who fired several volleys upon them 
they arrived with three of their number 
dead and five wounded. When the news 
of the occurrence was made Known the 
jetty at the Suochow Creek where the 
boat landed was lined with hnndreds of 
natives afl keenly interested. It is under- 
stood that in the course of the afternuon 
the Thotai was apprised of the attack and 
will shortly hold an enquiry.

The lnoduh, seeing the 
imminent danger, refused to do so and 
increased hiv speed. The attackers were 
all the while running alongside the river-

Our appellate court dittioulty is attracting 
attention ab Singapere, In a recent issue 
the ‘‘ Singapore. Free Press” said :-—In tho 
“China Moil” appears an article which 
declares that the right of appeal is in 
abuyance in that Colony simply because, 
for luck of u third judge, no proper appeal 
court can be constituted. It makes outa 
strong ense for its plea for the third judge 
noeded to create a true appeal court. After 
quoting our article un tho subject our 
contemporary continued: We presume 
that the real difliculty, from the side 
af the Colonial Oltice, lies in the doubt 
ax to the expediency of sunetioning a 
third judge fora Colony sv circumscribed 
Wi 
tion here, with three Settlements, includ- 
ing two considerable towns in Singupore 
and Penmy. This Colony possesses Sir 
Hyndman Jonos, Chief Justice, (ou leave), 
Mc Law, (Acting Chief Justice), Mr 
Thornton Mr Fisher and Mr Sercombe 
Smith; with Me syraddell, lent to the 
Federatell Malay States as Acting Judicial 
Ther 
in having a fall bench of three judges 
in our Appeal Court, the jude whrie 
decision is appealed against not sitting.

* GENERAL, ‘ 
THROUGH THE IcEBERGSS 

An adventure among ice such as raroly 
falls to the lot of a vessel crossing the 
Southern Ocean befell” the cargo-carrying 
steamer Hawkes Bay, which arrived. at 
Melbourne reently from New York direct, 

For three days and nighté she throuded 
her way continuously through an almost 
countloss-field of icebergs, the total numbor 
of which was approximately estimated at 
between 450 and 600. At times the vessel 
was so hemmed in that she hud to pursue 
a zig-zag course to koop clear of danger. 
Some of tho icebergs wero of great size 
Tho largest, of which mensurements wore 


taken by means of the soxtant, “were a | 


milo and a quartor long and 540ft. high. 
Tt took the steamer eight minutes, pro- 
ceeding at full speed, to pass this, the wall 
of which on one side was as flat na’that 
ofa house. Fors time tho ship’s officers 
kopt tally ‘of the icebergs os they were 
passed, but subseyuently © lost count " of 
thom, “so rapidly were they left behind. 
During one * watch"—four hours—nearly 
50 ieebergs were counted, whilst tho 
number of those still shead scomed 
illimitabte. | 

“When we entered the. ico on the 4th 
inat.,” remarked the second ofticor, 
consulting a nautical almanne, ‘the sun 
rose at 3 a.in., and did not set until 9 p.m, 
Even during the few hours botween-then 
rand sunrise next morning, there ‘was no 
actual darkness, and objects could he 
almost plainly seen. The danger, therefore, 
of our ‘bumping’ an iceberg was com- 
paratively slight.” ‘ 

As may be imagined, the spectacle of 
some of the giant icebergs under the sun's 
rays way very fine, especially at sunset, 
when the sky and horizon were illumined 
bya magnificent rose-coloured aurora, which 


imparted an impressive effect to the general 


scene. “Although the tempemture was 
bitterly cold it never -fell- below four 
degrees under freezing point,-but at times 
the difficulty of navigating the ship was 
inereased by thick snowstorms. Adthough 
her epurse had to he frequently changed, 
so as to avert the ice, the Hawkes Bay 
steamed through tho great groujr ut full 


speed, and therefore suffered _ little 


detention.”
